CZECHOSLOVAKIA-BULGARIA TRADE AGREEMENT RATES 
SUSPENDED 

The President has directed the Secretary of the Treasury to impose the full statutory 
rates of duty provided for in the Tariff Act of 1930 to all dutiable articles imported directly 
er indirectly from Czechoslovakia, and which are entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from bonded warehouse for consumption on and after November 1, 1951. Goods from Bul- 
guria on or after October 17, 1951. 

This means that the last day on which trade agreement rates will be applied on 
Czechoslovakian merchandise is October $1, 1951. Bulgarian merchandise is October 
16, 1951. 


ITALY AND INDONESIA SIGN TORQUAY PROTOCOL 
Italy signed the Torquay Protocol to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade on 
October 18, 1951, and Indonesia signed the same document on October 19, 1951. Under the 
provisions of this Protocol, the duty concessions which the United States granted to Italy 
are scheduled to go into effect on November 17, 1951, and those to Indonesia on November 
18, 1951. But in view of the fact that November 17th falls on Saturday, and 18th on Sunday,

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OF A CUSTOMS “CIRCUIT RIDER”

During a quarter of a century of experi- 
ence “riding the circuits” of the United 
States Customs Court throughout the 
United States in connection with customs 
litigation of all kinds, first representing 
the government for a period of seven years, 
and thereafter opposing the government 
on behalf of importers, custom house brok- 
ers, steamship lines, and others engaged 
in the importation of merchandise into the 
United States, the writer has had a unique 
opportunity to note and compare import 
trade practices at the various ports of en- 
try, as well as the application of our cus- 
toms laws and regulations in practically 
all sections of the country. Thus, he has 
had ample occasion to observe many of the 
relative advantages and disadvantages and 
the trials and tribulations which are gen- 
erally the lot of importers, not only at the 
port of New York, but also at all other 
ports of entry which he has visited during 
twenty-five years of customs “circuit rid- 
ing.” 

Importers, custom house brokers, freight 
forwarders, and others in the foreign trade 
field at the port of New York, through 
which more than 50% of all imports into 
the United States are cleared through cus- 
toms, are relatively well versed in their 
duties, obligations and responsibilites, and 
familiar with their rights and privileges 
under existing «ustoms and tariff laws and 
regulations. However, importers, custom 
house brokers, freight forwarders and for- 
eign traders at outlying ports of entry 
throughout the United States, some cuite 
remote from New York, are seriously han- 
dicapped because of their distance from 
the administrative, legislative, and judicial 
centers of government at Washington and 
New York, from which flow most of the 
customs regulations affecting every port 
of entry in the United States; and also be- 
cause of inadeauate facilities and lack of 
customs personnel with which those out- 
lving ports have been beset due to the 
failure of Congress to provide sufficient 
funds for the handling of the in*reased 
import trade which Congress nevertheless 
strongly advocates and otherwise supports. 

In the larger world trade centers in the 
United States, importers, custom house 


brokers, freight forwarders and foreign 
traders have the opportunity, through 
their membership in various service organ- 
izations, to obtain promptly information 
valuable to them in their respective fields. 
It is surprising, however, to find that not 
only are many importers at ports distant 
from New York unaware of the existence 
of such worthy service organizations in 
the foreign trade field, but also that they 
have little or no knowledge concerning the 
government organizations which have been 
established to promote our two-way world 
trade, or of the publications issued by the 
government and by private organizations 
whi-h are available to those so engaged. 
Too frequently. such foreign traders are 
not aware of the privileges and remedies 
granted by Congress through which many 
of their problems in the conduct of their 
foreign trade businesses may be solved. 

For example, the writer has discovered, 
while attending circuits throughout the 
country, that there are many importers 
who are not aware of the existence of the 
United States Customs Court, notwith- 
standing that it is frequently referred to 
as “The Importers’ Court” and was created 
by Congress in order that importers may 
obtain the benefit of judicial review of cus- 
toms administrative rulings with respect 
to their imported merchandise. 

Few importers are aware that some 
measure of relief has been consistently 
granted by Congress to importers ever 
since the Act of July 31, 1789, in which 
provision was first made that controversies 
between customs officials and importers 
should be reviewed and decided by mer- 
chants located at the port of entry, chosen 
by the importer and the Collector of Cus- 
coms. The character of the reviewing au- 
thority and the procedure necessary to be 
invoked has been changed considerably 
since that time by various Congressional 
ena*tments. However, in 1926, the United 
States Customs Court was created to suc- 
ceed to the powers theretofore exercised 
by the United States Board of General 
Appraisers, with respect to the special, 
limited, and exclusive jurisdiction the 
Board had exercised, over cases and con- 
troversies arising under the tariff and cus-

toms laws of the United States. 

Under existing law, provision is made 
for the following types of proceedings be- 
fore the Customs Court: (1) appeals for 
reappraisement, on application by the im- 
porter or Collector of Customs, wherein 
the Court determines the correct dutiable 
value of imported merchandise; (2) pro- 
test cases, initiated by the importer, in 
which the Court determines the proper 
rates applicable to imported merchandise, 
or the legality of other assessments, acts, 
or omissions of the Collector; (3) Peti- 
tions for remission of additional duties, 
initiated by the importer seeking relief 
from assessments made because of under- 
valuation of imported merchandise; and 
(4) American Manufacturers’ protests, in 
which an American manufacturer whose 
business is affected by imported merchan- 
dise, seeks to invoke a higher tariff rate 
than was assessed by the customs officials. 

The headauarters of the Court are fixed 
by law at New York, the major port of 
entry in the United States, where, as 
stated above, most of the customs litiga- 
tion arises. However, importers at outly- 
ing ports are not required to travel to New 
York to obtain “their day in Court” or a 
determination of any of the controversies 
above enumerated, arising with respect to 
their importations. Congress has provided 
that the Court shall hold hearings at out- 
lying ports where customs controversies 
have arisen, in order to provide a conveni- 
ent means and methed by which importers 
may obtain hearings without the undue 
expense and interference with the conduct 
of their businesses, which would otherwise 
be involved in bringing their witnesses and 
attorneys to New York for trial purposes. 

Particularly at ports outside of New 
York, where importers are not as familiar 
with the existence of the Customs Court, 
custom house brokers, who perform valu- 
able services in connection with the entry 
and clearance through customs of imported 
merchandise, having direct contact with 
the importers, frequently are the first to 
make known to their importer customers 
the availability of the Customs Court for 
a judicial review of the decisions of the 
customs officials with which the importers 
may be dissatisfied. The failure of a cus- 
tom house broker to make known to his 
importer customers the existence of this 
tribunal, may prove disastrous to the im- 
porter, should his competitors, importing 
identical merchandise, receive the benefit 
of a lower value or rate of duty than he 
had received, because of a judicial review 
obtained by them, a procedure of which 
the importer in question was not aware o1 
had not been informed by his custom house 
broker. Frequently, the failure of an im- 
porter to apply for, or obtain a judicial

First, then, what gre some of the trends encouraging 
to reopening of Germany’s trade relations? 
Germany is closing the gap with other European nations. In 1948, it attained 


only 50 per cent of this trade; in 1951, it is reaching up to 114 per cent. 


The Rhine River traffic is hitting a post- 
war high. 

Deposits of the German people in banks 
are exceeding withdrawals. The number of 
jobless declined in August. 

Stock quotations on the Frankfurt Stock 
Exchange have been moving up consis- 
tently. 

The German Government is displaying 
great ability in handling many difficult 
problems such as the indemnification of 
persons deprived of their properties, po- 
litical policies and in encouraging as much 
as possible self-help through private in- 
itiative. 

There are, of course, some developments 
that are jess favorable but not necessarily 
hopeless. 

Coal is a major problem in that Ger- 
many is compelled to export a big part of 
its output at prices below the world’s 
markets and to import coal for its indus- 
tries at world prices. The policies affect- 
ing coal need readjustment to the realities. 

Shipping facilities are not as ample as 
improved trade requires. 

A drop in new orders index from 197 
in July, 1950, to 183 this year, while caus- 
ing some caution, is not too disturbing. 

Changes in customs law resulted in de- 
laying some reciprocal tariff benefits that 
would have come from the Torquay agree- 
ment. These benefits are now to apply and 
are expected to stimulate a greater volume 
of trade. 

There are, of course, actions that can 


not be determined by Germany alone but 
require support by other countries or in- 
ternational groups. 

I am not inclined to assume you can 
solve all problems through international 
action. So, let us not try to rely too much 
on international solutions for problems 
that we should solve ourselves. But there 
are a few that have to be considered in 
connection with our own international 
trade. 

Let us take our own Customs Simpli- 
fication Act. While admirable in its gen- 
eral objective, its realization may be 
hampered by inclusion in it of clauses orig- 
inating with the Havana Charter and 
which many Americans believe are con- 
trary to principles underlying conduct of 
commerce under free enterprise. With 
deletion of these questionable clauses, the 
Customs Simplification Act may have a 
better chance of becoming a reality and in 
contributing much in smoothing import 
transactions, including those with origin 
in Germany. 

The International Monetary Fund could 
also be more helpful by persuading mem- 
ber nations to forego artificial exchange 
valuations for their currencies and by ad- 
vocating a thorough-going gold standard. 
History shows that money units which are 
titles to definite quantities of gold are the 
only kind based on a common denominator 
and consequently truly convertible.

Two new carygoliners, formerly belong- 
ing to the Silver Line Ltd., have been pur- 
chased by Cunard Renamed the Alsatia 
and Andria (they had been known as the 
Silverplane and Silverbriar), the two vessels 
are scheduled for this carrier's North At- 
lantic cargo service. Each vessel is equipped 
to carry general cargo, grain and vegetable 
oils. Grain capacity for the Alsatia is 756,- 
000 cubic feet, and a bale capacity of 685,000 
cubic feet. Capacity for the Andria is es- 
sentially the same. Each of the ships is 
fitted with special tanks for the transpor- 
tation of vegetable oils and latex in bulk 
The ships will be recognizable by their two 
funnels, which are considered rare among 
cargo vessels.

Swedish American Line: The first of this 
line’s three freighters launched this sum- 
mer has already reached American shores 
at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Norfolk. Known as the M. 38. 
Braheholm, its cargo consisted of wood 
pulp, granite, machinery and steel. This 
new member of SAL’s White Viking Fleet 
resembles the freighter Tidaxholm, built 
in 1943, but is fitted with newer improve- 
ments developed since then, among these 
being added strength for navigation in ice. 
The Braheholm has five hatches plus a 
smaller hatch on its poop deck. It contains 
about 30,000 cubic feet of refrigerated space 
for keeping temperatures anywhere from 
15 degrees to 5 degrees below zero, Fahren- 
heit. For safety, the vessel is equipped 
with gyro compass, echo sounding and 
radar. Its contracted speed is 16.5 knots. 

Among the many notables recently listed 
as passengers, SAL boasts the 1948 Nobel 
Prize Winner, Professor Arne Tiselius and 
daughter; Viggo Cartensen, president of 
Denmark's American Foundation; the new

IMPORTED LEAD AND ZINC 
This supplementary regulation sets the basic ceiling price for foreign primary lead 
at 19 cents a pound f.o.b. New York, and at 19% cents a pound for foreign slab zinc f.o.b. 
East St. Louis, lllinois, subject to specified differentials (GCPR, SR 71, issued October 
2, 1951.) 


PUERTO RICO CATTLE AND BEEF 


This amendment to the basic regulation covering sales of food in Puerto Rico fixes the 
Ceiling price for live cattle and establishes dollar and cent ceiling prices at wholesale and 
retail for sales in Puerto Rico of beef produced and cattle slaughtered locally, in the 
Dominican Republic or in the Virgin Islands. (CPR 51, Amat. 1, issued September 26, 1951.) 

PUERTO RICO SALTED CODFISH 

Ceiling prices on sales of salted codfish in Puerto Rico are increased 2 cents a pound at 
@ll levels to assure continued supply from Newfoundland. (CPR 51, Amdt. 2, issued Sep- 
tember 26, 1951.) 

FISH SCRAP AND MEAL IN HAWAII 
fecause Hawaii was not covered by CPR 39 which set ceilings for fish scrap and fish 
Meal on the Pacific Coast, this amendment was issued to make ceilings the same in both 
Places (CPR 39, Amat. 1, issued September 20, 1951.) 
U. S&S. LICENSED WAREHOUSES 

This supplementary regulation simplifies the procedure under which warehouses 
licensed by the U. S. Agriculture Department may establish ceiling rates or obtain adjust- 
ment of those rates. Warehouses subject to control by the Agriculture Department, upon 
Obiaxining approval by that Department of their proposed rates under the United States 
Warehouse Act, must file with OPS a copy of the order of approval, together with a copy 
of the rates and charges. If those rates are not disapproved by OPS, they will become the 
ceiling rates for such warehouses. (CPR 34, SR 5, issued October 10. 1951.)

NEW YORK STATE INSURANCE 

As you are aware, the Attorney-General has aflirmed his previous decision that for- 
warders handling marine insurance are subject to licensing as insurance brokers under 
the present provisions of the law. 

At a meeting of industry representatives and their counsel, it was decided that the 
best way to obtain relief is through legislation which would specifically exempt forward- 
ers from licensing 

Subsequently, counsel for the cooperating industry representatives met with the State 
Superintendent of Insurance and were assured that the Insurance Department would allow 
a reasonable time for forwarders to obtain new lexislation before “cracking down,” 

it is the intention of this Association to draw up new legislation and formulate a 
plan to have it introduced and passed and it is expected that those who have thus far 
cooperated with us will continue to cooperate by adopting a similar policy. 


DRAWBACK REGULATIONS 
Under date of September 1, 1951, there were printed in the Federal Register proposed 
imendments to the Drawback Regulations, with the proviso that any relevant data, views 
or arguments pertaining to these regulations should be submitted in writing to the Com- 
missioner of Customs not later than sixty days from the date of publication 
in a letter to the Bureau of Customs, your Association pointed out that it had not 
been consulted in the drafting of the tentative regulations; proposed a number of con- 
structive suggestions, and requested an opportunity to appear before the Bureau in Wash- 
to present its views betore the regulations are issued in final form 
This request was accepted, and a committee consisting of Counsel Benjamin M. Alt- 
schuler, Mr. J. G. Eberlein, and Mr. E. A. Jasper, of New York, and Mr. Samuel Shapiro, of 
Baltimore, appeared in Washington on Thursday, October 25, 1951. The industry will be 
advised of the outcome of this meeting in a later issue of this publication

Customs Court, the U. S. Court of Customs and Patent Appecls, the Tax Court of the United States, 

the U. S. District Courts of several States, and numerous government departments, agencies, boards, 

bureaus, and commissions. He is a member of the Association of the Customs Bar, American Bar 

Association, Lawyers Club of New York, and Los Angeles Bar Association, and several fraternal, 

civic and service organizations. 

As an active member of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Stein serves on its World 
Trade and Maritime Shipping Committees, and as Chairman of important subcommittees handling 
legislation, customs, imports, and related problems. He has been a leader in campaigns to secure 
for Los Angeles, the largest metropolitan area in the West, such essential world trade needs as 
adequate customs and appraisers’ personnel and facilities, Foreign Trade Zone No. 4 (now operating 
at Los Angeles Harbor), and regional field offices of those government departments and agencies 
having jurisdiction over or concerned with foreign trade matters. 

In recognition of his work for the cause of world trade, the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
presented to him in May, 1951, the bronze plaque awarded annually as a feature of World Trade 
Week, to the individual in the Los Angeles area who has contributed most to the advancement of the 
area's world trade. 

He served as President of the Foreign Trade Association of Southern California during 1949, 
and the following year as Chairman of its Board of Directors.

“Summary on Customs Administration,” "The United States Customs Court," and "United States

From 1926, when he was appointed a United States Special Attorney in the Customs Division, 
Department of Justice, until 1933, he represented the government in the trial of numerous cases before 
the United States Customs Court at its headquarters at New York and on its circuits held throughout 
the United States at all principal ports of entry. Since his resignation from government service in 
1933, he has engaged _in the private practice of law, specializing in customs and foreign trade 
matters, maintaining his headquarter offices at Los Angeles and devoting his law practice chiefly 
fo the representation of importers, custom house brokers, shipping and transportation firms, and other 
clients in the foreign trade field before the U. S. Customs Court at New York and on circuit the 
U. S. District Courts, and before the Bureau of Customs and other government agencies in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and their field offices elsewhere.

CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT 


Committee on Ways and Means of 
the House of Representatives has decided 
to issue a favorable report on the Customs 
Simplification Act. The Committee also de- 
cided to issue a clean bill, H.R. 5505, to 
replace H.R. 1535. The new bill will incor- 
porate all changes decided upon by the 
committee. 

The new bill contains section 13 relating 
to dutiable value; section 20 relating to 
conversion of foreign currency; section 3 
repealing the special marking provisions 
for certain metal and other articles; sec- 
tion 18 relating to commingled merchan- 
dise; section 10 permitting importers to 
export, with a refund of duties paid, goods 
not conforming to sample or specifications 
or not ordered from the foreign shipper 
within 90 days after release from customs 
custody; section 19 permitting customs offi- 
cials to correct any mistake adverse to the 
importer which is discovered within one 
year after entry; section 16 increasing the 
present limit for informal entries from $100 
to $250; and section 17(d) repealing the 
present provisions in section 503(a) and 
503(b) of the Tariff Act which arbitrarily 
make the importer’s entered value the duti- 
able value if the entered value is higher 
than the final appraised value. These were 
the chief provisions of the original bill 
which were specifically endorsed by the 
council as most important for the benefit 
of American import trade. However, the 
change strongly recommended by our or- 
ganization in section 17(a) to permit im- 
porters to retain the presen: right to amend 
entries prior to appraisement was not made 
in the new bill. 

In the copy of the original Customs Sim- 
plification bill as reprinted in 1950 by our 
organization. The text of H.R. 8304, which 
Was reintroduced this year as H.R. 535, 
appears on pages 35 to 64.

review, may mean the difference between 
profit and loss with respect to a particular 
importation. 

Importers outside of New York, how- 
ever, even those familiar with the exis- 
tence of the Customs Court who desire to 
avail themselves of the judicial review 
which it affords, are often met with a fur- 
ther handicap. They usually find, upon 
consulting their own local attorneys, that 
such attorneys are not familiar with the 
customs and tariff laws (and sometimes 
have no knowledge of the existence of the 
Customs Court). The fact is that there 
are no experienced customs attorneys lo- 
eated at or near most of the ports of en- 
try outside of New York. Most of the 
active law firms specializing in customs 
law practice in the United States are lo- 
cated at New York. A few other ports, 
such as Boston, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles, have one or two experienced cus- 
toms attorneys who specialize in that field, 
locally. 

Accordingly, for many years some at- 
torneys specializing in customs law have 


also regularly appeared on circuits of the 
United States Customs Court at outlying 
ports on behalf of clients who have im- 
ported merchandise through such ports of 
entry. By reason of the appearance of 
these customs law “circuit riders’ who 
have travelled throughout the country 
handling customs cases over the years, 
and have pioneered in this highly special- 
ized field of law practice, importers and 
custom house brokers as well as attorneys 
in general practice at the various ports 
and sub-ports outside of New York have 
become increasingly familiar with the ad- 
vantages of having their customs contro- 
versies heard and decided by the United 
States Customs Court. Thus the jurisdic- 
tion of the Customs Court is made known 
to many importers throughout the coun- 
try who were not previously aware of its 
existence or of the privileges which Con- 
gress intended to give them, and more im- 
porters now receive the benefit of the 
jurisdiction which the Court exercises in 
its increasing circuits throughout the 
United States.

In response to frequent questions by U. S. importers. the Foreien-Trade Zones Board 
has stated that in accordance with Treasury Decision 50438, approved July 29. 1941, the 
customs regulations of 1937 were amended, dispensing with the need for a consular invoice 
for foreign merchandise entered into customs territory following manipulation in a 
Foreign-Trade Zone.

Private investments and economic con- 
duct of commerce are conditioned on the 
reestablishment of “real” international 
monetary stabilization through the me- 
dium of the gold standard. Such a step of 
an international character would definitely 
be beneficial in efforts to expand trade 
between Germany and the United States. 

Such an international development as 
our withdrawal of tariff concessions from 
Czechoslovakia has a bearing on Germany. 
Many products originating in Czechoslo- 
vakia are now likely to be requested of 
Germany. From a short-ranged point of 
view, this diversion may seem to be good, 
actually from the view of Germany and 
other nations it would be better if a seg- 
ment of the world’s population were not 
paralyzed as a producer and consumer. 

Mutual trade is a natural companion to 
mutual defense. To those of us concerned 
with exports or imports, it is vital that 
Germany be reestablished as third best 
customer of the United States and that 
the United States in turn become again 
the third best customer for Germany. Re- 
opening markets also means stopping 
actions that close markets. There are too 
many advocates of “austerity” type of 
foreign trade today. They believe outlets 
are limited and consequently they sponsor 
“austerity” measures of all kinds, such as 
artificial ex-hange rates, quotas, excessive 
tariffs, export controls, import permits, 
exchange restrictions, allocation of mate- 
rials, ete. Compliance with these negative 
measures caus®s waste of human energy 
of which cost has to be added to prices 
of goods thereby tending to put them 
beyond the purchasing reach of the world’s 
people. Advocates of “abundance” of for- 
eign trade assume world markets with 2 
billion inhabitants can never be saturated 
if exchanges of goods among nations are 
not excessively hampered by artificial in- 
terference to normal conduct of trade 
under principles of private enterprise.

Page 1195 

The designation of Weeks Municipal Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, as an airport of entry 
(international airport) for civil aircraft and merchandise carried thereon arriving from 
places outside the United States, as defined in section § (b) of the Air Commerce Act of 
1926 (49 U. S. C. 179 (b)), is hereby revoked, effective on the date of publication of this 
Treasury decision in the Federal Register 

The list of international airports in section 6.12, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 
CFR 6.12), as amended, is hereby further amended by deleting therefrom the location and 
name of said airport. 

Notice of the proposed revocation of the designation of Weeks Municipal Field as an 
airport of entry (international airport) was published in the Federal Register of August 
8, 1951 (16 F. R. 7772), pursuant to the provisions of the Administrative Procedure Aet 
(5 U. S. C. 1003). The revocation is made for the reason that there will no longer be a 
control tower or an air traffic control center at the field and for this reason the delayed 
effective date requirement of section 4 (c) of the Administrative Act (5 U. S. C. 1003 (e)) 
is being dispensed with. [T.D. 52S18.] 

The official name of the Cleveland Municipal Airport, Cleveland, Ohio, which is a 
designated airport of entry (international airport) (T. D. 48534), has been changed to 
“Cleveland Hopkins Airport.” Therefore, section 6.12, Customs Regulations of 1943 (9s 
CFR 6.12), as amended, is hereby further amended by substituting the name “Cleveland 
Hopkins Airport” for the name “Cleveland Municipal Airport’ opposite “Cleveland, Ohio.” 
{T.D. 52819.] 

SUSPENSION OF TRADE-AGREEMENT RATES—BULGARIA 

There is published below for your information and guidance the President's letter 
of notification to the Secretary of the Treasury dated September 17, 1951, carrying out the 
President's Proclamation of August 1, 1951 (T. L. 52788) 

No reduced rate of duty (including import tax) established pursuant to any trade 
agreement shall be applicable to articles the growth, produce, or manufacture of Bulgaria 
which are entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after the close of 
business October 17, 1951.

Pursuant to Part I of my proclamation of August 1, 1951, carrying out sections 5 and J1 
of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, I hereby notify you that the suspension pro- 
vided for therein shall be applicable with respect to imports from Bulgaria which are entered, 
or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after the close of business October 17, 1951.

The tariff-rate quota for white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed potatoes, 
pursuant to Item 771 [second], Part 1, Schedule XX of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (T. D. 51802), for the 12-month period beginning September 15, 1951, is 4,160,000 
bushels of 60 pounds each.

In accordance with the third proviso to the aforesaid Item 771, the 1,000,000 bushels 
prescribed in the second proviso is increased by the amount by which such estimated 
production is less than 350,000,000 bushels, which amount is 3,160,000 bushels {T.D. 52823.]

CLASSIFICATION—COMBINATION POCKET AND TABLE CIGARETTE 
LIGHTERS 

A practice has developed of assifying all combination pocket and table cigarette 
lighters under paragraph 1552 of the Tariff Act of 1950, as modified, as smokers’ articles 
rather than under paragraph 1527 (c), as modified, as articles designed to be carried on or 
about the person. The practice developed after decisions had been rendered by the United 
States Customs Court (Abs. 41771, 2 Cust. Ct. 792; Abs. 44662, 5 Cust. Ct. 380) holding 
certain combination lighters with remov: » biSes to be dutiable under paragraph 1552 
yn the basis of tneir condition at the time of importation 

In a case reported as T. D. 49349, the United States Customs Court held that a com 
bination lighter with a removable base had been designed to be carried on or about the 
person and that it was therefore classifiable under paragraph 1527 (c). In that case the 
ighter was a complete lighter without the base and it was very suitable to be carried 
on or about the person. It was more easily operated without the base and, when the base 
was removed, there was revealed a ring for use in suspending the lighter on or about 
the person. The court held that it was immaterial that the lighter was also designed for 
use as a table lighter 

In Abstracts 41771 and 44662, no reference was made to T. D. 49549 and the decisions 
indicate that no evidence, other than the samples of the imported articles, was submitted 
It is believed therefore that the court did not intend to overrule its decision in T. D. 49349, 
and that cases may be successfully defended upon the principle relied upon in » last 
mentioned decisior See also T. D. 42562, T. D. 44003, T. D. 49593, Abs. 40003 Cust 
Ct. 516), Abs. 44487 (5 Cust. Ct. 346), and Abs. 47650 (9 Cust. Ct. 432). 

In the circumstances, the principle set forth in T. D. 49349 should be given effect 
That is, cigar and cigarette lighters, obviously designed to be carried about the person 
whether or not also designed for use as table lighters, imported with bases not integral 
parts of the lighters, are in fact articles which, in their imported conditions, are designed 
to be carried about the person and which are provided for by name and description in 
paragraph 1527 (ec) 

However, as this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than 
has heretofore been assessed on combination lighters under a uniform and established 
practice, it shall be applied to such lighters only when entered or withdrawn from ware- 
house for consumption after October 13, 1951. [T.D. 52816.] 


SAMPLE CONTAINERS FOR RAW SUGAR 

The 1-pound sugar cans currently used to transmit samples from sugar mixes to the 
customs laboratory for test have been made on special dies. These special tin cans are 
difficult to obtain and expensive to make, Moreover, critical materials are required in 
their manufacture 

Since these cans are now in short supply, it is proposed that glass jars be used as a 
subsitute for the sugar cans However, undamaged sugar cans may continue to be used 
in appropriate circumstances where an adequate supply exists at any port The glass 
container found to be best suited for laboratory tests is an 8-ounce wide-mouth, clear, 
round jar, diameter 2%, inches, height 3% inches, with a metal or plastic screw type 
cap. Liners for the metal or plastic caps are considered undesirable since when these 
jars and caps are washed and dried for reuse it has been found that the cap liner still 
hold enough moisture to affect the polariscopic test on the next sample of sugar 
Laboratory experiencé indicates that unlined plastic caps are as effective in preventing 
moisture change in raw sugar samples over a period of a week under adverse conditions 
as lined caps 

A suitable S-ounce wide-mouth jar, 2% by 33 inches, type EWM, is sold in gross 
lots by Erno l’roducts Corp., 65 North Second Street, Philadelphia, Pa., or may be obtained 
from local glass dealers. Caps may be obtained from the same source. 

In order to reduce breakage, suitable cartons may be made or purchased for use in 
transmitting a number of the jars from the mixing table to the customs laboratory and 
from the laboratory to the place where they are prepared for reuse. 

It is not planned to maintain a Bureau stock supply of sugar cans or jars as Was 
the practice in the past Appraisers are authorized to make local purchases of the 
approved glass containers described above. In districts where only a few sample con- 
tainers are needed, the appraiser may request the chief chemist of the customs laboratory) 
serving his district to supply his needs. 

The clean dry jar shall be firmly packed full with the sample of raw sugar the sams 
as is required in the e of the sugar cans and similiarly identified as described in 
section V, Method No. 12, Bureau of Customs Sampling Guide, 1938, as amended by BCI 
No. 2416. [CL 2461. Supptement 1.]

CONDITIONALLY FREE INFORMAL ENTRIES 


C/L, 2022, dated November 13. 1939, authorizes the preparation of informal entries on 
customs Form 5119 by customs officers under certain conditions, including the conditions 
that the examination, assessment of any duties and internal-revenue taxes, the collec- 
tion thereof, and release of the merchandise to the importer can be accomplished as a 
part of one complete and continuing transaction. 

The question has been presented whether shipments of church regalia not exceeding 
$100 in value for which free entry is claimed under paragraph 1773 of the Tariff Act of 
1930 and section 10.44 of the Customs Regulations of 1943 may be entered under informal 
entries on customs Form 5119 and the entries charged agair’st a term consumption entry 
ond of the entrant for the production of missing certificates of delivery on customs 
Form 3337 

If the charging of an informal entry on customs Form 5119 against the term consump- 
tion entry bond of an importer for the production of a missing document does not present 
administrative difficulties at a port and the missing document is one for which such bond 
may properly be charged, there is no objection to this being done. The Bureau will leave 
this matter to the sound judgment of collectors. [C/L 2759.] 


CONSULAR INVOICES—CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

Following receipt of information from the Department of State that the certification 
consular invoices on Czechoslovak merchandise is being indefinitely delayed, the 
ttureau of Customs today warned that the maximum penalty permitted under law may 
be assessed when such shipments are not covered by the required documents within the 
exal time limit 

Frank Dow, Commissioner of Customs, said that entry bonds provide for payment 
of up to the value of the merchandise plus estimated duties for failure to file a certified 
invoice within six months from the date of entry of the merchandise It is anticipated 
that United States importers generally will take cognizance of the financial risk involved 
vhen the required certified invoices are not produced 

The State Department said in view of the imposed limitation of its Embassy and 
Consular Staff in Czechoslovakia and the burdens on the American Embassy and the 
consular section at Praha in dealing with present problems, it is unlikely that consular 
invoices can be certified for an indefinite period 

In considering a petition for remission or mitigation of penalties for failure to 
produce a certified consular invoice, Customs must necessarily take the position that 
inability to procure a certified invoice for such reasons will not justify mitigation or 
remission. Customs will grant remission or mitigation only when additional reasons are 
shown such as, for example, When the merchandise was afloat before the United States 
importer could be informed of the new ruling.

Sec. 2. Notwithstanding the six-month limitation contained in section 53 (a) (2) Of 
the Internal Revenue Code, extensions of time may be granted under such section, but 
not beyond November 15, 1951, for the filing by any corporation subject to the excess 
profits tax imposed by chapter 1 of such code of the return of the taxes imposed by such 
chapter for any taxable year ending after June 30, 1950. and before February 1, 1951. (Ap- 
proved September 14, 1951. Publie Law 145, 82d Congress.)

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—DRAWBACK 
Page 1407 

Section 313 (b), Fariff Act of 1930, was amended by Public Law No. 109, approved 
August 8, 1951 (T. D. 52794), to permit the substitution of certain additional kinds of 
Merchandise in the manufacture or production of articles for exportation with benefit 
of drawback. To reflect this change, sections 22.1, as amended, and 22.5, Customs Regula- 
tions of 1943 (19 CFR 22.1, 22.5), are amended as follows: 

Footnote 1 cited in and appended to section 22.1 is amended by deleting from para- 
graph (b) thereof “sugar or nonferrous metal, or ore containing nonferrcus metal,” 
wherever it appears therein and substituting therefor “sugar, or metal, or ore con- 
taining metal, or flaxseed or linseed, flaxseed or linseed oil,” and by deleting “(or ship- 
ment to the Philippine Islands).” [T.D. 52826.]

Section 22.5 is amended by deleting “sugar, nonferrous metal, or ore containing non- 
ferrous metal,” and “sugar, nonferrous metal, ore containing nonferrous metal” 
wherever either appears therin and substituting therefor “sugar, metal, ore containing 
metal, flaxseed or linseed, or flaxseed or linseed oil.” [T.D. 52826.]

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise: 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

SUPERSESSION OF PERUVIAN TRADE AGREEMENT 

The Department of State in Press Release No. 891 dated October 3, 1951, announced 
the supersession of the trade agreement with Peru (T. D. 50670) This release reads, in 
part, as follows: 

The trade agreement concluded between the United States and Peru in 1942 will be super- 
seded, as of October 7, 1951, by the provisions of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
to which Peru will become a contracting party on that date. 

In the case of one item, candied or otherwise prepared or preserved ginger root, the con- 
cession made by the United States in the 1942 agreement will cease to be effective with the 
supersession of that agreement, and the tariff rate will increase from 10 percent ad valorem to 
20 percent. The rate on this product when imported from Cuba will rise from 8 percent ad 
valorem to 18 percent. 

Please note that effective October 7, 1951, the rate of duty applicable to prepared 
or preserved ginger root classifiable under paragraph 778 of the tariff act will be 
increased to 20 percent ad valorem (18 percent ad valorem if a product of Cuba.) [C/L.]J 


BAGGAGE CHECKS ON BAGGAGE FORWARDED IN BOND 

The Bureau has been informed that it is the practice of inspectors in many districts 
before permitting baggage to go forward in bond to see that the identification tag or 
check on the baggage shows as the destination thereof the name of the customs port of 
entry shown on customs Form 7520 as the destination of the baggage. This practice is 
followed even when the baggage is destined to a place within the limits of the port of 
destination shown on customs Form 7520. The bureau has also been informed by collectors 
that in their opinion the practice is a good one and should be continued since it serves 
to reduce irregular deliveries of bonded bagyxage. 

As the Customs Service is interested in preventing irregular deliveries of baggage 
forwarded in bond, the Bureau approves the practice which shall be adopted in all 
districts as far as possible. [C/L 2761.] 

TO PREVENT THE ENTRY OF CERTAIN MOLLUSKS INTO THE 
UNITED STATES 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of KRevresentatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of Agriculture shall establish such 
facilities for, and prescribe such regulations governing, the inspection and treatment of 
produce, baggage, salvaged war materials, and other goods entering the United States 
trom areas infested with any terrestrial or fresh-water mollusk, as he considers necessary 
to prevent the entry of such mollusks into the United States. Whoever violates any such 
regulation or imports such a mollusk into the United States shall be fined not more than 
$500 or imprisoned not more than one year, or both. The term “United States,” as used 
in this Act in a territorial sense, means the forty-eight States, the District of Columbia, 
the possessions of the United States (except those which the Secretary of Agriculture 
finds are infested with such mollusks), and the Canal Zone. [Approved September 22, 1951, 
Publie Law 152—S2nd Congress.]

STATISTICAL REPORTS 


PRODUCTION OF SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS IN 1950—The United States 
Tariff Commission released its annual report on the production and sales in 1950 of 
synthetic organic chemicals. The production of all synthetic organic chemicals and their 
raw materials, the Commission reports, amounted to 49.6 billion pounds in that year, an 
all-time record. The output of tar and tar crudes, together with crudes from petroleum 
and natural gas—the materials from. whit - intermediates and finished products are made— 
amounted to 27.2 billion pounds in 1950, nearly 5 billion pounds more than was reported 
for 1949 The combined production of intermediates and finished synthetic organic 
chemicals in 1950, a total which necessarily involves much duplication, was 22.3 billion 
pounds, an increase of 27.3 percent over the output reported for 1949. Sales of these 
chemicals in 1950 amounted to 12.1 billion pounds, vaiued at 2.8 billion dollars, compared 
with 9.1 billion pounds, valued at 2.1 billion dollars, in the preceding year. Preliminary 
reports for 1950 on the production and sales of the several groups of synthetic organic

COLONY 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Articles Prohibited or Restricted in the Mails 

The following information received by the Post Office Department from the postal 
authorities of the Gold Coast refers to articles prohibited in the mails by that British 
Colony: . 

“3. For the protection of animals and plants. 

“(a) Prohibited articles: 

“Living animals. Plants in soil. All plants from Central and South America, Trinidad, 
Tobago, Grenada and St. Vincent. All cottonseed. Maize seed. 

“(b) Articles allowed conditionally: 

“Coffee in cherry is admitted if accompanied by a certificate of freedom from mealy- 
pod disease issued by the country of export. Prepared cocoa beans, cocoa plants, or parts 
of them, and plants generally, only under a license issued by the Director of Agriculture, 
Accra.” [B.E.P.Q. 391—2nd Rev. Sup. No. 1.]
